POSTAL BANK BILL. 


FIXED BY C. 0.P. 


House Republican Cau- 


cus Arranges Measure. 


'65 Per Cent of Funds Put on 


Deposit Must Remain in 
Banks of Each State---Origi- 
nal Measure Is Greatly 
Changed by the Caucus. 


1.-—The republic- 
ans of the went squarely on 
record tonight for prompt passage of 
the postal savings bank bill, which is 
part of President Taft's legislative 
program. The bill was finally agreed 
on at a four hours’ caucus, lasting un- 
til midnight, at which the following 
resolution, submitted by Representa- 
tive Tawney, of Minnesota, was 
adopted: 

“Resolved, That the postal savings 
bank bill agreed on by this caucus be 
and the same is hereby adopted; that 
the same be reported by the commit- 
tee on postoffices and postroads, and 
that it is the sense of this caucus that 
a rule be reported from the committee 
on rules for its consideration in the 
house.”’ . 

Tonight’s caucus had left only sec- 
tion 9, relating to the disposition of 
postal savings depositories for de- 
positing savirigs at interest, with se- 
curity of the government for repay- 
ment.

Funds on Deposit. 

The caucus fixed at 65 per cent the 
amount of the funds placed in the 
postal savings banks that must remain 
on deposit in banks in each state and 
territory, and 30 per cent as the pro- 
portion of such funds that the trustees 
may withdtaw for investment in 
United States securities. The other 5 
per cent must be held as a permanent 
reserve in the United States treasury. 

This disposition of the funds which 
are contemplated in connection with 
the proposed postal savings banks 
legislation was provided for in the 
Davidson amendment, which was 
adopted by the caucus. 

Provisions of Original Biil. 

The original bill provided that 147, 
per cent of the funds that might be 
put in the postal savings banks should 
be deposited in local banks, and tle 
same percentage was authorized to be 
withdrawn for investment in United 
States securities, with 5 per cent re- 
serve fund in the treasury. 

The caucus voted down the Vreeland 
amendment which extended the per- 
centage of deposits allowed in the 
local banks to 72% per cent, the in- 
vestment in federal securities to 21% 
per cent, with the 5 per cent perma- 
ment reserve. The Vreeland amendment 
was first defeated con the rising vete 
by- 6% to 33, and again voted down 
when tellers were ordered, by 59 to 57. 
The Davidson amendment Was then 
adopted. 

Calls It Socialism. 

Representative Southwick, of New 


York, created a sensation by launch- 
ing a bitter attack on the ground that 
it was socialistic. He withdrew from 
the caucus, announcing his intention 
to vote against the measure on the 
fioor of the house. Mr..Southwick de- 
clared that the only demand for the 
bill came from socialists; that its only 
excuse was the republican national!

MUNCY-LENDERS 


Refuse to Appear With 
Books and Testify. 


Grand Jury May Ask That 
They Be Ruled: for Contempt. 
Attorneys Decline to State 
Reason for Advice Given Cli- 
ents. 


The effort of the Fulton grand jury 
to institute an investigation into the 
money-lending business of Atlanta, in 
order to see if it is usurious and 
illegal, was delayed at its inception 
yesterday by the refusal of the ma- 
jority of the money-lenders to appear 
before the grand jury. 

All the money-lenders of the city 
were cited before a special committee 
from the grand jury under an order 
requiring them to bring all their 
books and papers in connection with 
their business for the inspection of 
the committee, but although the 
money-lenders appeared in person, 
they came minus books and papers 
and refused to appear before the grand 
jury. 

They stated they were acting on 
the advice of counsel. No other rea- 
son was given. Probably the next 
step will be a request on the part of 
the grand jury that the money-lenders 
be ruled for contempt. 

J. D. Kilpatrick and Lamar Hill, at- 
torneys for the money-lenders, refused 
to make any statement as to their 
reasons for advising such action, but 
the investigation promises to he an 
interesting one, and one that may re- 
sult in indictments. 


Brought About by Complaints. 

R. A. Broyles, J. Epps Brown, 8. C. 
Weyman, J. R. Smith and Mr. Stewart 
form. the special committee from the 
grand jury. The investigation was 
brought about, it is understood, by a 
number of complaints from those who 
that they ‘have suffered 
through illegal methods employed by 
money-lenders, and these complaints 
have been supported by other citizens 
of Atlanta. 

At a recent session. of the grand 
jury, it is understood, a well-known 
citizen appeared before that body and 
made, it is understood, strong state- 
ments concerning the practice of 
money-lenders. 

A number of formal complaints have 
been filed within the past several! 
weeks by those who have “borrowed” 
from tne money-lenders, but a case 
which is immediately connected with 
the present investigation is that of 
W. R. Robertson, a workingman, who. 
finding it impossible to pay even the 
exorbitant @interest on money he had 
borrowed, ceased trying. 

He was arrested on the charge of 
larceny after trust, but his case was 
not tried because it awakened an in- 
terest -among certain citizens, who 
drew the attention of the grand jury 
to it. 

In demanding the presentation of 
the moneyv-lenders books and papers 
the grand jury is acting under the 
special act of 1904, which gives them 
this right, and it is expected that a 
severe aud thorough examination of 
the money-lending business wili be

Washington, June 
25 to 31 the senate today 
challenge the supreme court of 
United States to another decision re- 
garding the right of common carriers 
to transport commodities produced by 
themselves. 

The vote was taken upon an amend- 
ment to the railroad bill offered by 
Senator Bailey, of Texas, making it un- 
lawful for any railroad company to 
transport from one state to another 
“any article or commodity manufac- 
tured, mined or produced by it or un- 
der fts authority or by any corporation, 
joint stock company or partnership in 
which aid railroad company holds, 
owns or controls, directly or indirect- 
ly, any stock or interest.’’- 

To Remedy Suppesed Defect. 

The amendment was intended to rem- 
edy the supposed defect in the com- 
modities clause of the Hepburn act of 
1906, out of which grew the famous 
decision of the supreme court of the 
United States in which the government 
undertook to prosecute a number of 
the roails engaged in the mining of 
anthracite coal in Pennsylvania. The 
court held the law to be unconstitu- 
tional, but materially limited its ap- 
plication. 

The original. provision was drawn 
by Senator Bailey, and he sought by 
teday’s amendment to force the court 
to face squarely the question of the 
right of congress to prohibit railroad 
companies from transporting commod- 
ities produced by themselves. Mr. Bai- 
ley said that it was his intention to 
make the language of the present pro- 
vision so plain that “not even.a judge 
of the supreme court could fail to un- 
der stand it.” The time consumed in 
debate on the Bailey amendment pre- 
vented a final vote being reached on 
the bill, as had been hoped. 

The La Follette amendment provid- 
ing for the ascertainment of the physi- 
cal valuation of all railroad property 
as a basis for the fixing of rates was 
defeated, 25 to 30. A modified proyi- 
sion, by Mr. Simmons, requiring such 
valuation of property alfected by any 
given case, also was lost, 28 to 30. 

Coatrol of Water Transportation. 

The tendency toward bringing water 
transportation under the jurisdiction 
of the interstate commerce commission 
which had been noticeable throughout 
the consideration of the bill, found ex- 
pression in two amendments, one of- 
fered by Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, and the other py  aSetiacwu:

238 more names than the registration 
books disclosed on April 5.

It is stated that not one-fifth of the 
voters of Irwin were registered in ac- 
cordance with the law, and when a 
few days ago a challenge was filed 
against twenty men who had been reg- 
istered by Judge J. B. Clements, of 
Irwinville, the situation assumed an 
interesting aspect. The Clements fac- 
tion prepared a challenge against three 
hundred men of the other faction, 
which they stated that they were in 
position to sustain. This called for 
another challenge from the other side, 
and when they stated that they were 
in position to strike from the books 
four or five hundred names in addition 
to the twenty already challenged some 
of the interested ones thought that it 
was time to get busy and reach an ad- 
justment with the result above stated,

PROSECUTION AWAITS 
NEAR BEER DEALERS 


Accusations to Be Made 
Against Those Who Have 
Failed to Pay Tax. 


The first step looking to the prosecu- 
tion of near beer dealers in Fulton 
county who have failed to pay their 
annual state tax of $300, was taken 
yesterday when License Inspector Mar- 
cellus M. Anderson secured an order 
from Governor Brown authorizing him 
to proceed at once with the necessary 
legal action.

HOLDERS ALARMED 
OVER INJUNCTION 


Stock Market in a Semi- 
Panic Condition. 


Fall in Prices Was Rapid and 
the Lowest Level of the Year 
for the Principal Railroads 
Was Recorded--Market Con- 
ditions Do not Help. 


New York, June 1.—Measured by the 
rate of shrinkage of prices, the stock 
market offers a strong impression of 
the sinister purport given by the specu- 
lation to the action of the federal gov- 
ernment against the advance in rail- 
road freight rates. The fall in prices 
today, added to yesterday’s declines, 
had carried St. Paul and Reading down 
95% before effective resistance was en- 
countered. Many other active stocks 
showed losses for the total day’s 
movement of between 5 and 8 points. 
The result. was the abrupt establish- 
ment of prices at the lowest level of 
the year for all the principal railroad 
stocks. The showing was less striking 
in the case of the industrials, but the 
weakness in that group was sufficient- 
ly acute to leave room for a presump- 
tion of their exemption from the infiu- 
ence common to the whole speculation. 

Nothing Else Considered. 


Nothing else received much consid- 
eration in the day’s stock market. Pri- 
vate estimates of the large increase in 
cotton acreage awakened expectation 
of a favorable government report to- 
morrow. The weekly bulletion of thé 
weather bureau showed favorable 
weather conditions for cotton, but re- 
ported the grain crops delayed by un- 
seasonable conditions. Increase in ex- 
ports of copper for the week did not 
prevent a further shrinkage in the 
London visible supply of that metal. 
The preliminary census estimate of a 
population of a hundred million would 
not have passed without notice in a 
different mood of the speculation. 

Large buying for London account 
was a technical demand due to the 
rapid decline here and the slower 
movement in London which made it 
possible to sell stocks in London 
against purchases here at lower prices. 

The boldness of the bears left a large 
uncovered short interest, which had 
to advance bids to secure stocks when 
the liquidation had spent its force.’ 
It was this demand which rallied the 
market and modified the extreme de- 
clines very materially. 

Bonds wer weak. Total sales, par 
value $3,269,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call. 


WHEAT MAKES GAIN 
OF OVER ONE CENT 


Advance Due to Reaction From 
an Oversold Condition. 
Corn and Oats Up. 


Chicago, June 1.—Promises that the 
turn would come some time were at 
last fulfilled today in the wheat mar- 
ket. There was‘a successful bull 
movement with substantial gains in 
prices for the first time in many days. 
Perhaps the most effective aid was the 
cash wheat demand which kept up at 
a better rate than had been expected.
